. Ysteopathy’s claim to recognition 
as a profession distinct from the 
medical profession; -with its own -pre- 
vineial directing counctl, decupied the 
attention of a large special committee 
of the Legislature for fully two houré 
Wednesday. The ¢ trée ’ 
that appointed to consider the amend- 
ment to the Medical Profession Act, 
proposed by Dr, Campbell, and in- 
cluded the members gf the com- 
‘mittees on rafiWays and agfichiture, 
with. the addition of J: R. Boyle, C. 
M,.O’Brien and Dr. Stewart. Three- 
‘fourths of the members of the House 
were thus made members of the 
committee, The sitting was held in 
the Legisiattve Chambér. 

In support of the amendment to the 
Medical Act, which provides for‘ the 
regulation of the practice of osteo 
pathy in the province 4y the Alberta 
Medica) Council, the committee was 
addressed at‘ considerable length by 
Dr. R. G, Brett, of Banff, chairman’ 
of the legislative committee of the 
Alberta Medical Council. Arguments 
against the amendment were ad- 
vanced by Dr, N. lL, Sage, of Calgary, 
in a carefully prepared address, and 
also by Dr. R. C. Ghostley, of Ed- 
monton, and Dri M. EK. Church, of 
Calgary. Dr. McCormick, of Ed- 
*nionton; spoke on behalf of thé 
homeopathic physicians. Dr. Brett 
was supported by a “gg aye ft 
medical’ men, including Drs. 
Rowntree, Field (of envatuak 
Crang ‘and stewart. Two other 
osteopaths present were W. H. All- 
bright and Mrs, Dr. McNeal. At the 
conclusion of the addresses wy the 
delegates and after pa désultory dis- 
cussion the committee, decided to 
meet again tomorrow morning at ten 
o'clock, to give the question; farther 
consideration, 

To Make Spevtalidts of Osteopaths, 

Dr. Brett, in addressing the 
mitte@, stated that he did not wish 
to be understood as saying that os- 
teopaths did not do good work. The 
measure proposed by the Medical 
Council was riot that ‘they should be 
prevented from practising their pto- 
fession in the province, but that the 
“publie should pe. guaranteed that 
when they went to an osteopath, 
homeopath, or allopath for  treat- 
ment they woilld get d treatment, 
to place the 
profession of osteopathy on the same 
plane as their.own. When osteo- 
paths had passed the proposed  ex- 
amination the medical mien of the 
provinee would then welcome them 
as specialista, in osteopathy, The 
Keneral medical practitioner could 
then refer cases to them, as they were

MOUS HERBERT CASE 


Ne Temere Decree Declared Invaiid 
by Counsel for Dame Clouatre, Be- 
cause Lacking Jurisdiction and 
Being in Viokstion of Artictes of 
the Glvil Code. 


Montreal, Dec, 12.—The case of tho 
wife and child was presented this 
afternoon by Mr. Cousins, despite the 
retirement of the Herbert lawyers. 
The attorney for Dame Clovatre, in 
opening his argument, went into the 


facts o' © litigation, citing the mar- 
riage solemnized by the Rev. Mr. 
Timberlake and the subsequent  co- 
habitation of the two parties, He 


then recalled that prior to the mar- 
Tiage the Pope issued the Ne Temere 
decree, which provides that in mar- 
riages of Catholics it is necessary that 
the ceremony be performed before 
the parish priest, or the bishop, or by 


a priest delegate? by either, and in 
accordance with this decree, both 
parties In the case were declared to 


have been fnvalidly raed: 

The judgment annv',; the mar- 
riage given ‘by Mr. Justice Laurendeau 
was taken up. This raised two ques- 
tions, viz., Whether the decree of the 

Catholic Church annulling the mar- 
riage was a valid decree having effect 
in law, and whether the civil courts 
had a right to base a judginent on 
such a decree. 

It was submitted in answer that, in 
law, no ecclesiastical tribunal or or- 
| ganization had competency or juris- 
| diction to pronounce the annullment 
| of marriage, According to article 
| 156 of the civil code, the annullment 
.of marriage is to be dealt with by the 

courts of the province, and, in the 
| article in question, the word ‘‘court” 
| referred to the courts of law estab- 
lished by statute. Hence the decree 
| of the ecclesiastical authorities was 

invalid, not only for want of jurisdic- 

tion, but also because it was in viola- 
| tion of article 156. Not a single 
| statute on the books of the province 
| could be cited wherein any ecclesias- ! 
| tieal body was given the judicial 
| power of deciding as to the validity 
| or invalidity of the marriage.
